INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION, 
Inspection  for  Cysticercus  Bovis. 

In  inspecting  cattle  carcasses  for  the  presence  of  Cysticercus  bovis,  inspectors 
will  be  guided  by  the  following  instructions: 

Head. — Prior  to  inspection  the  tongue  shall  be  sufficiently  detached  from  the 
head  bones,  by  an  employee  of  the  establishment,  to  allow  a  proper  inspection 
to  be  made  of  the  internal  muscles  of  mastication.  These  muscles  shall  be 
inspected  after  incising  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to  split  the  muscles  in  a 
plane  parallel  with  the  lower  jawbone.  The  masseter  muscles  shall  also  be 
incised,  splitting  the  entire  external  layer  between  the  outer  and  intermediate 
fascise. 

Heart. — The  surface  of  the  heart  shall  be  examined,  and  a  longitudinal  in- 
cision made  extending  from  base  to  apex  through  the  wall  of  the  left  ventricle 
and  the  interventricular  septum,  after  which  the  cut  surfaces  and  the  inner 
surface  of  the  ventricles  shall  be  examined. 

Final  inspection  of  retained  carcasses. — The  external  and  internal  muscles 
of  mastication,  tongue,  heart,  and  the  muscular  portion  of  the  diaphragm  in- 
cluding its  pillars  shall  be  carefully  and  thoroughly  sliced  to  insure  the  finding 
of  all  cysts.  Prior  to  the  inspection  of  the  diaphragm  its  peritoneum  shall  be 
removed.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  exposed  muscles  and  cut  muscular 
surfaces  of  the  split  carcass  shall  be  examined. 

Calves. — The  routine  inspection  of  calves  over  6  weeks  old  for  the  presence 
of  Cysticercus  bovis  may  be  limited  to  a  careful  examination  of  the  surface  of 
the  heart  and  such  other  surfaces  as  it  is  practicable  to  examine. 

Reporting  Facts  Regarding  Appeals,  Reversal  of  Decisions,   Etc. 

M.  I.  Form  150  is  to  be  used  in  reporting  to  the  Washington  office  all  in- 
stances when  appeal  from  the  decision  of  an  inspector  is  made  by  a  representa- 
tive of  an  establishment,  or  when  an  inspector  reverses  a  decision  made  by  an 
underinspector.     For  instance : 

1.  When  an  owner  or  an  agent  representing  the  owner  of  a  retained  or  con- 
demned carcass,  part  of  carcass,  meat,  or  meat  food  product  appeals  to  an  in- 


spector  higher  in  authority  for  a  review  of  the  first  inspector's  findings,  all 
facts  shall  be  reported  in  full  on  this  form  regardless  of  whether  the  reviewing 
inspector  concurs  in  or  dissents  from  the  first  inspector's  action.  In  every  such 
case  the  report  on  this  form  should  show  by  whom  and  to  whom  the  appeal  was 
made. 

2.  When  correctness  of  an  inspector's  action  in  disposing  of  a  carcass,  part 
of  carcass,  meat,  or  meat  food  product  is  questioned,  or  in  case  of  appeal,  and 
a  reinspection  is  made  by  another  inspector,  all  the  details  should  be  reported 
on  this  form. 

3.  When  an  inspector  higher  in  authority  in  the  absence  of  appeal  and  with- 
out request  for  consultation  finds  it  necessary  to  reverse  the  final  decision  made 
by  another  inspector,  all  the  facts  shall  be  reported  in  full  on  this  form. 

When  an  inspector  retains  a  carcass,  part  of  carcass,  meat,  or  meat  food 
product,  and  on  his  own  motion  an  inspector  higher  in  authority  is  called  for 
consultation  as  to  proper  disposition,  no  report  is  necessary. 

The  upper  portion  of  the  form  shall  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  first 
inspector:  the  lower  portion  shall  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  reviewing 
inspector  or  inspectors.  A  carbon  or  impression  copy  of  each  report  shall  be 
retained  by  the  inspector  in  charge  for  the  files  of  his  office  and  the  original 
immediately  mailed  to  the  Washington  office. 

Damaged  Brass  Brands  to  be  Returned. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  bureau  that  brass  brands  which  have  become  mutilated  or  other- 
wise unfit  for  use  be  promptly  returned  to  the  Washington  office.

Meat-Inspection  Law. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Arthur  Commission  Co.,  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
for  violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  making  a  wholesale  interstate  shipment 
of  uninspected  calf  carcasses,  the  defendants,  Robert  Edward  Arthur  and 
Clarence  Walter  Durbrow,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty,  and  the  court  imposed  a 
fine  of  $25  against  each. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  E.  B.  Davenport.  New  Milford,  N.  Y.,  for 
violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  five  immature  calf  carcasses  in 
Interstate  trade,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  sentenced  by 
the  court  to  the  New  York  County  Penitentiary  for  30  days. 

In-the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  M.  J.  Hanley,  New  Hampton,  N.  Y.,  for 
violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in 
interstate  trade,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was  sentenced  by 
the  court  to  the  New  York  County  Penitenitary  for  three  days. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Peter  Murray,  New  Hampton,  N.  Y.,  for 
violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in  inter- 
state trade,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty,  and  the  court  imposed  a 
fine  of  $20. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Boston  Meat  Market  &  Provision  Co., 
Boston.  Mass.,  for  violating  the  meat  inspection-act  in  making  a  wholesale  in- 
terstate shipment  of  uninspected  Hamburg  steak  containing  prohibited  pre- 
servatives, the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a 
fine  of  $50. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  r.  Fred  Sommerfield,  Chippewa  Falls,  Wis., 
for  violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  immature  calf  carcasses  in 
interstate  trade,  the  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed 
a  fine  of  $50. 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED    FOB   OFFICIAL    DIPPING. 

Sheep. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies,  under  the  terms  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  143 
and  amendments  thereto : 

"Mickel son's  Kill-Em-Quick  Brand  Dip"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufac- 
tured for  the  Mickelson  Shapiro  Co.,  Minneapolis.  Minn.  Dilution  permitted,  1 
gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gallons  of  water. 

Cattle  and  Sheep. 

"To-Bak-Ine" — In  Service  Announcements  No.  5,  September  16,  1907,  page 
7,  permission  was  granted  for  the  use  of  "  To-Bak-Ine "  in  official  dipping  of 
eattle  and  sheep  for  scabies  in  the  following  dilutions :  To  make  a  0.05  per  cent 
solution,  1  pint  of  "  To-Bak-Ine "  to  not  more  than  100  gallons  of  water ;  to 
make  a  0.07  per  cent  solution,  1.4  pints  to  not  more  than  100  gallons  of  water.

The  attention  of  the  department  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  this  product 
has  recently  been  put  out  under  labels  specifying  dilutions  of  1  pound  and  1.4 
pounds  instead  of  pints  as  indicated  above.  The  manufacturers  have  agreed 
to  label  this  product  properly  in  the  future.  In  the  meantime  inspectors  super- 
vising official  dipping  should  be  careful  to  see  that  dips  are  prepared  in  the 
proper  manner  regardless  of  the  dilutions  that  may  be  specified  on  labels.

PURCHASE   OF   STALLIONS   FOR  BREEDING  ARMY   HORSES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  current  appropriation  act  for  the 'Department  of 
Agriculture,  authorizing  the  inauguration  of  experiments  in  the  breeding  of 
horses  for  military  purposes  and  providing  $50,000  for  that  purpose,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  has  ap- 
pointed the  following  gentlemen  as  advisory  agents  in  the  selection  of  stallions 
and  to  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Government's  plan:  Mr.  Henry  Fairfax, 
of  Virginia,  for  Thoroughbreds;  Mr.  C-  L.  Railey,  of  Kentucky,  for  American 
Saddle  horses;  Mr.  Walter  Palmer,  of  Illinois,  for  Standardbreds ;  Mr.  Maxwell 
Evarts,  of  Vermont,  for  Morgans. 

Each  gentleman  acts  with  the  officers  of  the  Government  in  the  selection  of 
stallions  of  the  breed  he  represents.  The  Secretary  of  War  has  designated 
Lieut.  Col.  D.  S.  Stanley,  of  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  to  represent  the  Army, 
and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  designated  Mr.  George  M.  Rommel,  chief 
of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  to 
represent  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Thirteen  stallions  have  been  purchased  to  date,  as  follows: 

Thoroughbreds:  Gold  Heels,  by  The  Bard;  dam,  H,eei  and  Toe.  Charcot,  by 
Common;  dam,  Spanish  Match. 

Saddle  horses:  Young  Bill,  by  Golden  King;  dam  by  Bourbon  Chief.  Fair 
Acre  King,  by  Bourbon  King;  dam,  Aletha  Chief.  Richmond  Choice,  by  Rex 
Peavine;  dam  by  King  Richard. 

Standardbreds:  MacNunne,  by  MacDougall ;  dam.  The  Nunne.  Sigler,  by 
Red  Medium;  dam,  Maud  Sigler.  BeGue,  by  Wiggins;  dam,  Lady  Crescent. 
Twilight  M,  by  Delmont,  Jr. ;  dam,  May  Fry.  Lord  Rion,  by  Arion  ;  dam, 
Madge  Fullerton. 


Morgans:  Daniel  Webster  Lambert,  by  Joe  Allen.  Madison  Lambert,  by 
Lambert  B.    Prince  M,  by  Etban  Allen  3d ;  dam,  Topsy  M. 

All  of  these  horses  are  well  bred  and  registered,  and  some  are  well-known 
individuals.  Gold  Heels,  for  example,  bad  a  conspicuous  career  on  the  turf; 
Common,  the  sire  of  Charcot,  was  by  Isonomy,  winner  of  the  Derby  and  other 
important  stakes  in  England.  All  the  Saddle  horses  thus  far  purchased  have 
had  winning  records  at  the  Kentucky  fairs.  Of  the  Standardbreds,  MacNunne 
is  notable  in  that  he,  like  Cannon  at  the  Colorado  stud  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  is  a  grandson  of  Robert  McGregor.  Sigler  was  first  in  2-year-old 
class  for  Standardbred  trotters  at  the  National  Horse  Show  in  1911 ;  and  Lord 
Rion's  sire,  Arion,  sold  for  $125,000.  The  Morgans  thus  far  purchased  are 
excellent  representa tires  of  the  breed  and  should  prove  useful  as  sires  of 
cavalry  horses  of  good  size  and  conformation.  The  sire  of  Prince  M,  Ethan 
Allen  3d,  has  left  a  remarkable  impress  on  the  character  of  the  Morgans  of 
the  east  side  of  Vermont. 

The  department  expects  to  make  other  purchases  during  the  winter. 


CHANGE   IN  PLAN    OF   PAYING   SUBSISTENCE    EXPENSES    OF 

TRAVELERS. 

It  is  probable  that  the  bureau  will  soon  return  to  the  plan  of  reimbursement 
for  actual  expense  of  subsistence  for  travelers  instead  of  the  per  diem  plan  in 
effect  during  the  last  few  months.  Beginning  February  1,  1913,  employees  who 
travel  are  directed  to  keep  record  of  their  expenses,  to  take  subvouchers.  and 
render  their  accounts  accordingly.  Authorizations  will  be  amended  as  soon  as 
practicable. 


ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION  REQUIRED  ON  ABSTRACTS  OF  TRAVEL 

ACCOUNTS. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  additional  information  required  by  the  revised 
Form  T-9  report,  abstract  of  expenditures,  a  supply  of  which  will  be  forwarded 
shortly  to  all  employees  concerned.  It  is  desired  that  the  abstract  which  ac- 
companies each  reimbursement  account  containing  items  of  travel  shall  show 
briefly  but  concisely  the  nature  of  the  duties  which  necessitated  such  travel. 
This  notation  must  be  confined  to  the  abstract,  and  should  not  be  entered  on  the 
reimbursement  account  proper,  voucher  Form  4.  The  close  observance  of  these 
instructions  will  facilitate  the  settlement  of  reimbursement  claims. 


TIME  REPORTS  AND  PAY  ROLLS. 

Two  new  forms  of  time  reports  are  now  being  printed,  and  it  is  expected  they 
will  be  ready  for  distribution  to  all  field  employees  in  time  for  reporting  service 
rendered  during  January.  These  reports  will  be  known  as  Forms  T-40  and 
T-40-A,  and  they  are  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  I.  D.  Forms  101-A, 
101-B,  and  101-BB. 

When  these  new  forms  are  sent  out  to  the  field  employees  they  will  be  accom- 
panied by  a  supply  of  manila  envelopes,  size  9  by  11  inches,  which  must  be  used 
for  forwarding  pay  rolls  and  time  reports  to  the  Washington  office.  The  Form  2, 
pay  rolls,  and  Form  T-40.  time  reports,  should  be  folded  only  once  before  mail- 
ing; Form  3.  salary  vouchers,  and  Form  T-40-A.  time  reports,  must  be  mailed 
without  folding. 


INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  ABSENCE  OF  EMPLOYEES   ON  FIELD 

FORCES. 

When  an  employee  is  permanently  transferred  from  one  station  to  another 
his  leave-record  card,  I.  D.  Form  101-C,  together  with  all  the  Forms  C.  C.  2 
and  3,  covering  his  annual  and  sick  leave  for  the  calendar  year,  will  be  for- 
warded by  mail  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  station  to  which  the  employee  is 
transferred,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  station 
from  which  the  employee  is  transferred,  certifying  to  the  leave  record  up  to  the 
time  the  transfer  is  effective. 

The  procedure  for  handling  Forms  C.  C.  2  and  C.  C.  3,  as  outlined  in  Service 
Announcements  No.  60,  April  15,  1912,  pages  30  to  34,  will  be  continued  the  same 
as  heretofore,  and  such  forms  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office  as 
soon  as  possible  after  December  31  of  each  year.  The  individual  leave-record 
cards,  I.  D.  Form  101-C,  should  be  retained  at  the  various  stations  after  the 
close  of  the  year  or  destroyed,  as  may  be  desired. 


REPORTS  COVERING  ABSENCE  OF  EMPLOYEES  DURING  CALENDAR

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  is  directed  to  the  item  in 
Service  Announcements  No.  60,  April  15,  1912,  page  34,  paragraph  39,  which 
requires  applications  covering  annual  and  sick  leave  for  the  year,  Forms  C.  O.  2 
and  C.  C.  3,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office  as  soon  as  possible  after 
December  31  of  each  year.  Those  who  have  not  complied  with  this  requirement 
will  please  do  so  as  soon  as  practicable.
